been satisfactory, but it has been interrupted by frequent | S 
changes this year, and for this and other reasons the plan is not 


meeting. our needs. There is a noticeable difference both in 
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the Junior High School this year from the work and attitude 
of the same pupils in the sixth grade last year. 

The junior high school organization is a comparatively 
new departure in educational practice and is a development 
brought about by the realization of the fact that boys and girls 
in the upper grades are entering upon a new period in their 
erowth that demands a different method of instruction. That 
period in their lives is a critical one and requires training and 
instruction of a high order, and unless they can have well 
trained and mature teachers, women who understand the pe- 
euliar problems of that age and how to meet them with sympa- 
thy and firmness, the junior high school is no better than the 
older plan and may become far worse. I am not advocating a 
return to the former plan, for I thoroughly believe in the Jun- 
ior High School organization, but I do strongly urge the need of 
providing here thoroughly trained, mature teachers instead of 
relying too much upon the Normal School practice teachers. 
This is the critical point in our school system. 

The work of the Senior High School is good and it has 
been amply demonstrated that we can maintain a good high 
school and send out pupils from the third year well prepared 
to continue their schooling at Keene and other high schools 
without loss of. time or efficiency. Three of the four graduated 
from our three-year course last June are now in the fourth 
year elsewhere, one at Keene, one at Fitchburg, and one at 
Bridgton Academy, and all are making good records. 

The number of pupils at the Wallace School has decreased 
from ten to seven since September. For many reasons it would 
be desirable to close the school and bring the pupils to the vil- 
lage; it would be a decided advantage to the children to be a 
part of the larger school, with separate grades, and the incen- 
tives to better work that are inherent in the larger organiza- 
tion. But, on the other hand, the distance is considerable and 
the long ride in cold weather would be somewhat of a hardship 
for small children. Moreover, there is a question whether it

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ee al rooms too strongly, for I realize that school costs have in- 

ereased considerably and that there is a note of $2,000 to be 
paid this year on the new heating plant. But as soon as finan- 
cial conditions will permit they should be constructed. 

The new heating equipment installed last summer is a 
very great improvement in the building and is proving entirely 
satisfactory. There is no lack of heat at any time and the 
temperature of the rooms is easily controlled by the teachers 
and better ventilation is possible. The alterations made in the 
Se building a year ago and other changes that were incidental to 
the installing of the heating plant make the building fairly 
satisfactory, but a few changes and improvements are still 
needed to give the best possible conditions; one room is still 
poorly lighted and the seats should be rearranged, adjustable 
seats should be provided in all rooms as fast as possible, the 
basement should be rearranged to provide better toilet accom- 
-modations for the boys and more free space for play, and the 
fire escapes should be extended down a few steps farther to 
make it safe for children to go down them and jump to the 
ground. Especially there is needed another stairway from the 
first floor to the basement, so that the mingling of boys and 
girls on the stairway and in the basement may be avoided. 

The biennial report of the State Board of Education to the 
Legislature gives a very full discussion of the work that has 
been undertaken and the results so far accomplished under the 
new law. It is impossible to give an adequate summary of it 
in the space of this report, but since the document is not avail- 
able to many persons I will mention a few of the most nae 
tant conclusions that may be drawn from it. 

In the year 1917-1918, 161 of the 256 school districts of 
the state failed to keep their schools for 36 weeks, but this 
number was reduced to 61 in 1919-1920. The children in 433 
schools, mostly one-room rural schools, had at least one month 
more schooling than in any previous year. Only 112 of the 
_ 2,121 publie schools in the state failed to have the full 36 weeks 
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required by law, and only 1,674 out of the 64,205 children were 
affected. 


In 1918-1919 there were oyer 1,200 school buildings in use 


and it is estimated that fully two-thirds of these fell below rea- 
sonable standards of sanitation and suitability. Most of these 
were in rural districts. Many of them had insufficient light 
and no ventilation, and in the majority of cases the outhouses 
were filthy and defaced. Of the 1,117 school buildings in use 
in 1919-1920, 14 were new, 230 were completely remodeled, 
and 282 were largely improved. 


Under the old law medical inspection had reached only 
about 30 percent of the children, but last year 98 percent of the 
school children were examined by a nurse or physician, and in 
addition to remedial work in many places by local officials, a 


state health inspector found many crippled and neglected chil- _ 


dren and brought 117 of them to clinics for surgical treatment. 


It was first made permissible for school districts to unite 
for the purpose of professional supervision by the law of 1899, 
and the first supervisory union in the state consisted of Marl- 
borough, Troy, and Fitzwilliam. From then. on an increasing 
number of districts united for this purpose, but at the time of 
the passage of the new law in 1919, 112 of the 256 districts did 
not have professional supervision. At least 37 new unions 
would have been required under the old plan to include these 
112 districts, even if they could have afforded to pay the nec- 
essary salaries, and that would have made a total of 87 super- 
visory unions in place of the 65 existing today. 

For the first time, in September, 1919, all teachers in the 
state had to be certified or licensed by the State Board, thereby 
removing many incompetent and undesirable teachers and re- 
placing them with approved teachers. This fact, together with 
increased salaries, has produced a much better morale among 
the teachers of the state.
